Inspectors. Conducting Count 
Tests For Bacteria On 
Washed Utensils—New Re- 
gulations First Of Year, 
‘Thorough check of restaurants 
in the county are being made by 
the St ‘tharines-Linecotn Health 
Unit to see that the methods of 
washing dishes comply with the 
newest rulings of the Ontario De 
partment of Health. 

Dr. D. V. Currey states that san 
Mary inspectors of the unit have 
been conducting count testa for 
bacteria on washed restaurant 
Utensils, and that wherever the 
count is found to be high, the res 
laurent owners are ordered to

C. Strachan, shows that attractive 

blenda may be made 
with grapefruit, black currant and 
raspberry. The future may see the 
development of rich favoured fro- 
zen concentrated apple and grape 
juices for beverage purposes, simi- 
lar to the frozen concentrated or- 
ange juice which has recently be- 
come so popular in the United 
States. 

Greatly improved fruj purees 
have been developed which may be 
used not only as baby foods, but 
as bases for nectars, ico cream 
flavouring and frozen desserts. 
Novel fruit spreads, in which the 
full flavour of the fresh fruit is 
retained, are reported by U. 8. 
laboratories to have been made 
from berries and various tart 
fruita. These spreads are prepared 
cold and preserved by freezing, 
with pectin being used to produce 
jeltying. 

While efforts are continually 
being made to retain in the product. 
the natural full flavour of the 
fresh fruit, processes also have 
been developed to extract the vola- 
tile flavour substances from fresh
